The verdict clears forever the integrity of the 
ministers whose characters were assailed. It pro- 
claims the fact that the motives of the men who 
made the deal with the Waterways company were 
not motives of personal greed or private gain. It 
demonstrates that there was no collusion between 
the ministers of the crown as the party of the first 
part and the railway promoters as the party of the 
second part to loot the province. It shows that the 
only man who received a dollar of money from the 
company. . James K. Cornwall, received the money 
for value received by the company and that he did 
not, before, after,, or at. any time, undertake to 
conceal the fact that he had made an ordinary bar- 
gain at a stated price, fixed on a valuation, for the 
sale of his boats to the railway company for legiti- 
mate transportation purposes. 

This, in brief, is the finding of the commission. 

‘Dhe report of Justices Harvey and Scott is notn- 
ing if not critical. It goes into every point brought 
out in the legislative debate of the last session. It 
takes up everything on which there was question. 
It deals in plain words with the allegation that there 
was a commission on the sale of the bonds to he 
divided up among interested parties, and it shows, 
what has never een shown before that if there was 
a surplus from the sale of the bonds that surplus 
Lats legally tio the company and could not at 


any ‘me or in atiy manner have been claimed in 
whole or in part by any party in the legislature. 

It throws out as immaterial the question of 
whether or not Mr. Cushing was present when the 
final agreement was made, and after all that point 
is immaterial when it is taken into consideration 
that the control of the railway affairs of ithe province 
had been passed to the premier, with the obvious 


thorough as it was at all possible for it to be. which he says she did not attend. 
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ion to undertake the work it would have been 
foolish for them to have gone into even the nego- 
tiations of a deal-for a road to the north country 
or anywhere else. 

The closing paragraph of the findings of Justices 
Harvey and Scott is really the crux of the whole re- 
port and the answer to the great question of the 
Waterways, even looked at from the most critical 
point of view. The paragraph is worth remember- 
ing. It says: 

“As there is room for doubt that the inference of 
personal interest is the only reasonable inference 
tobe drawn from the circumstances related, and‘in 
view of the positive denial, it can only be said ‘that, 
in the opinion of your commissioners, the evidence 
does not warrant the finding that there was or is 
any such personal interest on the part of D1. 
Rutherford or Mr. Cross, as is suggested by the 
words of the resolution of the Assembly.” 

In his summary of the evidence, Justice Beck 
gives considerable attention to the question of 
whether or not Mr. Cushing was actually aware of 
the negotiations, which appears to him to have been 
of some inuportance, and he shows pretty clearly 
that it is scarcely possible that Mr. Cushing could 
have failed to be at the Calgary fair-week meeting 


Judge Beek, however, puts ‘his finger on the point 
where he says: 

+ Then Mr. Rutherford and Mr. Cross are criticized 
for agreeing to a guarantee of $20,000.00 a mile with- 

g obtained independent expert informa: 
tion as to the probable cost. Perhaps they have 
left themselves open ‘to criticism on this point. We 
are not, hewever, considering their wisdom in 
neglecting to secure such information, but. their 
motives; and it is therefore of importance to under- 
stand what information they had, and how ‘they 
viewed the question. 

Now that the Waterways deal as originally 
enacted is liable to radical revisement, the great and 
important question for the, province of Alberta at 
the present time is not whether the deal was a 
good deal, but whether the men who made the 
deal were dishonest. 

The final clause of Judge Beck's report is the 
answer to this, and it should set at rest forever this

great faith; that after ‘he became a member of the 
legislature he was simply a worker for the devel- 
opment of the same country and that the very faci 
that he did not at any time attempt to hide the fact 
that he had turned the control of his transportation 
line over to the railway was in itself prima facie 
evidence that he had nothing to hide, that there 
was nothing secret, no suggestion of collusion or 
underhand work. 

There is another point which the justices touca 
on but the true significance of which their position 
as justices probably precluded them bringing out. 
It is mentioned in the report that when the first 
company came to the government asking support 
for a road into the north the government turned 
a deaf ear, A great deal was made of the fact, dur- 
ing the controverscey, that the original proposition 
made was on a basis more favorable to the province 
than the one which was finally accepted. Without 
undertaking in any way to forego into a defence of 
the Waterways deal or the basis of the deal, it is 
only fair to point out that the first deal, with which 
it is compared never got past the primary stages-—|t 
that as a matter of fact the cost of the road was 
never definitely fixed—for a reason which is well 
known in Ecmonton. Namely, that at the time the 
first promoters came to the legislature the govern- 
ment did not want to make a deal with anyone. 
The Alberta government was at that time strenu- 
ously endeavoring to get the Dominion government 
to undermake to arrange the construction of the 
branch and ‘colonization lines, arguing that as the 
Dominion had retained the land and resources the 
Dominion should furnish the guarantee. Those 
who remember Mr. Cross’s famous speech in the 
Windsor hall the night after the election will under- 
stand the significance of it now in connection with 
this point and will understand that until the govern- 
meut had exhausted every effort to get the Domin-
